Threatened persons remain shut up foi 


months or even years in their houses, built, 
as a!l Corsiean bouses are, like a fortress. 
If tl ey wish to go out for a moment to 
breathe the fresh air on the threshold, n 
scout goes before and reconnoiters. In thfl 
tilati ioo of dnrtoao builds of armed men lire 
sometimes met within the road. It is a 
man en iuimitio traveling from one village 
to another. The vendetta between the Roc- 
chini and the Tafun resulted in the death 
of eleven persons and the execution of one 
of tl e principal criminals. In this extraor- 
dinary case two entire families took to the 
maqiiis and waged a guerrilla war upon 
eiicb other; each in turn was assisted by 
gendarmerie, who had made disgraceful 
ulliiuice with bandits in order to effect 
their arrests. 


Contrary to custom, some of these bandit^ 


became brigands. As a rule persons out- 
side their quarrel are never molested by 
tbei i. Tbey are merely outlaws. The 
Roc<;hini who was guillotined in 1888 (tha 
first execution for many years) boasted 
that he was only twenty-two and had 
kiili d seven persons with his own hand.

Scenes That Are Touching. 


"Is there anybody under seventy?" They 


are all under seventy, so far as age is con- 
cerned, but that is not what the surgeon 
is crying about. "Is there anybody under 
seventy?" he repeats, and then, very rap- 
idly, "seventy-one, seventy-two, seventy- 
three, seventy— So here you are I" And 
he takes a man, seats him on a stool, 
flashes a pair of scissors around a band- 
aged arm, and in a twinkling has laid 
the flesh bare and is examining it. Then, 
without asking any questions, ho washes, 
dries, cleans, anoints, runs his ribboulike 
bandages around the wounded limb again 
with swift and skillful fingers, and lifts 
the man from the stool. It is all done in a 
flash. 


"Come again tomorrow," he Bays, and 


then again: "Is there anybody under sev- 
enty? Anybody under seventy, seventy- 
one, seventy-two" 


That is the way it goes on for hours in- 


terminably, it seems to the watcher. "Is 
there anybody under" 


It is in the surgeons' room of a hospital, 


where the daily flood of wounded humani- 
ty is being curried up by the tide of dis- 
tress to be cared for and bandaged. There 
are a dozen surgeons there, and always 
two score or more of patients. The owners 
of crushed skulls, broken limbs, bruised 
faces and slashed or burned flesh are let 
into the room in "batches." They are 
numbered at the door like checked hats, 
and they are cared for as their number 
comes around. No. 1 is first; No. 55 has 
something of a wait, and No, 132 finds a 
long interval between the time he is 
"checked" at the hospital door and the 
minute he finds himself in a busy sur- 
geon's hands. It is first come, first served, 
and that is why that monotonous cry con- 
stantly arises from the Burgeon, "Is there 
anybody under" 


It is a sorry side of life that one sees here. 


The people are nearly all of them poor— 
desperately poor. They cannot afford the 
luxury of a private physician, however se- 
vere their wounds, or however eager they 
are to get back to their work; and so they 
come and stand in line, waiting for their 
numbers to be called, that they may go up 
and suffer, perhaps a great deal, that after- 
ward they may suffer less. They are of all 
ages, in rags many of them, some of them 
limping on crutches, some of them witb 
their heads and faces swathed deeply in 
bandages, some of them with hands 
wrapped around and around until they are 
as big as feather pillows, some of them 
with feet crushed-aiid mangled, and all of 
them miserable and suffering. And among 
them arethewhite aproned, swift fingered, 
hurrying surgeons, dressing wounds by the 
dozen, dressing some of them marvelously 
quick, and always going on to the next 
without a pause, with no tremor at the 
touch of any wound, however deep or foul, 
and with no twitch of the lips at any cry 
or flinching from pain.

The surgeon's fingers move so 
lightly and rapidly that before one knows 
that the man has been touched he has 
slipped off his stool to the floor, and on his 
knees, with his stomach pressed close to 
the stool, his eyes shut, his teeth locked, 
and his one whole hand clinched and quiv- 
ering he fights his pain while his wound is 
dressed. He has not opened his mouth, 
for these people are used to suffering: they 
have to bear It, but when he gets up five 
minutes later with a spotlessly white and 
clean looking bandage on his hand he looks 
as if he had marched into the valley of tor- 
ture and had only crawled out again.

the surgeon, and then the same old, "Is 
there anybody" 


It is a boy this time. "When the linen 


strips are removed from his head you see 
that he has a deep gash over his eye. He 
is a little pale, but he does not even whim- 
per, for he bos been through it all before, 
and knows what must be, must be.

surgeon, taking the boy between his knees 
and looking down into the young eyes, 
"you should have seen tbe cut I had. That 
was a cut," and he rattles along with his 
cheerful talk, all the while his skillful 
fingers flitting around that wound until 
he leans back, gives a half sigh and says, 
"You needn't come till next Monday."

"Kobby" and "Peeler"—An Experience 
wltli One Ului Wna a Little Cranky. 


One's first impression of the London 


policeman is that be is an insignificant 
looking fellow. In fact, one is likely to 
form this impression before reaching Lon- 
don if he spends a few hours or a day or 
two in Liverpool. If anything, tbe police- 
men of Liverpool are physically less im- 
pressive than those of London. One won- 
ders if such men as these are the result of 
a diet on the famous "roast beef of old 
England." In comparison the Broadway 
«iuad of Now York ace literally, ''out of 
sight." A visit of several weeks in Lon- 
don will fail to reveal one bluecoat to vie 
in stalwartness with several hundred who 
can readily bo seen on a single day in tbe 
metropolis of the New World. What these 
men would do in an emergency requiring 
strength, bravery and endurance can only 
be imagined by the stranger. 


The name commonly applied to a police- 


man in this country is "bobby." A good 
many Englishmen are doubtless familiar 
with the or' in of this slang term, though 
it may be ta^en for granted that the ma- 
jority of the rising genention do not re- 
ceive instruction on the point in such 
schools as they attend. It may be ex- 
plained in passing that it took its rise in 
1829, when Sir Robert Peel, then home 
secretary, secured the passage of a bill re- 
organizing the London police force and in- 
creasing its efficiency. 
Presumably he 


was known among the irreverent as Bob; 
at all events the members of the new po- 
lice force soon came to be known by the 
diminutive of that contraction and the 
word "bobby" has made a place for itself 
—a certain sOrt of place—in the English 
language. 


The word "peeler," as applied to a po 


liceman, is derived from the surname of 
the same statesman. "Peeler." singularly 
enough, Is sometimes heard in New York, 
but "bobby" I believe never. It is safe to 
say that not one in 100,000 of those in New 
York who have used or heard "peeler" in 
this sense is aware of the highly interest 
ing origin of the term. "Peeler," by the 
way, 
has acquired such a position in the 


language as to be used by Kmgsley in 
"Alton 
Locke" 
without 
apologetic or 


deprecatory quotation marks. 


The "bobby" is ordinarily well informed 


and entirely willing to impart information 
to those in quest of it. He is polite and 
obliging as a rule and extremely respectful 
in his tone and bearing. There is nothing 
of that haughtiness and superciliousness 
which are pronounced traits of the police- 
men of New York. In my experience I 
have met only one specimen who assumed 
a political air.

ings, in a part of London with which I was 
perfectly familiar, when I chanced to see a 
bus going north through a street which I 
htt*1 ««•• Hnffwr* TmMn**3 trt }w»~n.

standing on the corner and to him I ap- 
plied for information as to where that par- 
ticular bus ran. To my surprise he was 
disposed to treat me rather cavalierly. 
Evidently betook tbe inquiring pedestrian 
for a stranger in search of a conveyance to 
carry him home. This policeman was red 
uiustached, and, as it proved, of a not too 
amiable disposition. 


"Where do you live?" was the rather 


surly response to the question regarding 
the destination of the omnibus. 


1 told him, though I saw no particular 


reason for doing so under the circum- 
stances, whereupon he instantly began to 
tell me where the street was and how to 
get there. I interrupted him with the re- 
mark that I knew perfectly well where my 
lodgings were and where I was and in 
short intimated that I was about as 
familiar with that part of the big city as 
he himself. Then I hinted that I had 
asked him about the bus which crossed 
Holborn at that point. 


"How do yon expect me to know where 


every bus gees?" was the decidedly un- 
civil answer to a perfectly civil inquiry. 


I was not to be rebuffed and proceeded 
to explain that I had seen tbe bus going 
past and never having seen one there be- 
fore felt a little curiosity regarding it and 
thought he would be able to give me in- 
formation on the subject.

" Hint* to Irfittet Write**, r- 
= 


A few simple rules should be borne in 


mind for guidance, whether in a letter or a 
note. In the first place there is the man- 
ner of address. Begin any note or letter 
to an acquaintance or a person (,o whom 
you write for a favor, an inquiry, an 


, autograph, etc., "Dear," etc. The "Dear" 
is a mere matter of social form, as mean- 
ingless as any commonplace society phrase, 


, but accepted by the best authorities as 


J correct. If writing an order to a workman 
who is to be employed, or if answering a 
note or letter addressed in the third per- 
son, use this formula: "Miss (or Mrs.) 
would like A. B. to come here at 9 a. m. 
and attend to the carpentering needed," or, 
"Mrs. A. is ia receipt of Mr. B.'snoteof 
the 16th, and she regrets she is unable, to 
give him the information desired." It is 
inelegant to begin any letter "Friend," etc., 
although adopted by many well educated 
people. The "Dear," etc., in such a case 
should be used. 


More mistakes, however, are made in 


signatures, and here I would also suggest 
a few simple rules. Never sign your name 
•with a prefix of any kind. The reason is 
obvious. I{ you sign your letter, "Yours 
truly, Miss Mary Smith," for example, you 
make use of a title, the "Miss" having 
nothing whatever to do with your name, 
which is your signature. Therefore eti- 
quette requires you should sign as, for ex- 
ample, "Yours truly, Mary Smith." In the 
event of writing to any firm or person who 
would in return need to know how to ad- 
dress you, put "Mrs." or "Miks" in brack- 
ets a little distance to the left of the signa- 
ture. In addressing a gentleman on busi- 
ness in a purely formal manner write thusi 
"Charles J, Brown, Esq. Dear sir." And 
in such caso always sign, "Yours respect- 
fully," etc.—Harper's Young People.

However, in this instance the small chan- 
nel by which the water flowed in and out 
became closed up in some way, and so the 
process stopped. After a lapse o£ no one 
can tell how many centuries the stony 
moss containing the chalcedony chamber 
with its liquid contents was broken open 
and it fell out.—Walla Walla Statesman. 


Alexandrian Scientists. 


Among the great scientists of the Alex- 


andrian School, on rftt-bo" Tiilj'.llflmfl.y^iwn*' 
-". -.i. SSippus, one ot™e greabesc oTSncient 
mathematicians; Theon and his unfortu- 
nate daughter, the famous Hypatia—who 
appears to have been a better mathemati- 
cian than her father—the story of whose 
life and tragical death is familiar through 
Kingsley's novel. Unfortunately, none of 
her works is extant. She was tlie last of 
the Alexandrian philosophers who attained 
any fame. She lived about 413 A. D. 


Not only is this old university renowned 


for the impulse which it gave to science, 
but it also extended its protection and aid 
to literature, poetry and the fine arts. For 
example, Ptolemy Philadelphus did not 
consider it beneath him to count among 
his personal friends the poet Callimachus, 
the author of a treatise on birds, who hon- 
orably maintained himself by keeping a 
school at Alexandria. Among the most 
distinguished poets may be mentioned 
Lycophron, whose work "Cassandra" still 
remains, and Theocritus, whose exquisite 
bucolics prove how sweet a poet he was.— 
Westminster Review.

It Was on the Boston and Maine Railroad 


" "Nearly Half a Century Ago. 


"I say, boys, how many of you cnn tell 


where and when the first mile n minute 
train was run?" 


They were trainmen. They had assem- 


bled at a popular down town resort in 
honor of the birthday of one of their par- 
ticular "chums," and so, as they enjoyed 
the fragrant "domestics," they had, in 
their free, jolly way, begun to spin yarns 
nnd tell reminiscences of tho rail and tiie 
iron horses which have aided so materially 
in the upbuilding of Chicago.

It was before 
the introduction of the Morse telegraph, 
and to run a mile a minute, a speed until 
then unheard of, required the utmost fore- 
thought. 
All trains wore either side- 


tracked or taken off the road for the tiip. 
Representatives of the Boston papers were 
invited to accompany the superintendent, 
and when the day arrived they, with a few 
other guests, were given possession of the 
only car that was to make tbe run. 


"A largo crowd gathered at the station, 


and amid cheers and waving of hats the 
engineer pulled open tbe throttle, wbila 
Mr. Minot stood by his side.

' 'Fourteen minutes,' he said. 
'That 


won't do, Pembertou; we are a minute be- 
hind.' Tbe engineer threw the throttle 
wide open and the Antelope increased die 
speed. 


As the train neared Lawrence Mr. 


Minot stood with his watch in his hand, 
and just iis tbe engineer brought the train, 
to a standstill tho timepiece marked 
twenty-six minutes. 


"A great crowd awaited the Antelope's 


arrival, eager to know whether the much 
talked of deed had been accomplished. 
" 'Did you make it?' cried an excited on- 


looker. 
" 'Yes,' shouted Mr. Minot in return, and 


then cheer after cheer arose for the men 
who had first driven an engine a mile a 
minute.

Attention is called to the fact that woo 


which has been treated with chlorine ac 
duires a stronger affinity-tor mordants an 
dyestuffs, and in consequence is dyed muc' 
deeper shades than untreated wool. Tin 
being the case, care should be taken in s 
treating wool that too much bleachin 
powder be not used, from 2 to 2>£ per ceni 
of the weight of the wool being quite sui 
flcient, this to be made into a clear solu 
tion, acidified with sulphuric acid, th 
wool being worked in this for thirty min 
utes, rinsed in water, and then dyed in th 
usual manner.—Textile Mercury.
